"6. To insure employers a,rain.st 1088 in consequence of 
accidents or casualties of any kind to persons or pmpe!'t.J, or 
both, resultin~ from any act of anyone in their employ or 
from any accIClent or casualty to pe~80ns or property, or 60th, 
occurring in (\r connected with tile transaction of their busi­
ness, or from the operation of any machinery connected there­
with except such insurance as is provided for iu sub-divieion '1 
hereof. 

'1. To insure against lOIS or injury to person or proJ?8rty 
or both, growin~ out of explosion or rupture of steam boilers. 

Also 1)y strildng out ilie words "lie organized to" in the 
first line of the last paragraph of said section. 
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
